THE KIDNAPPING CASE, 
In the matter of Mary Mathews, an infant. 

The Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice O’Brien, and Mr. 
Justice Hayes, sat at eleven o'clock, and proceeded to deliver 
judgment in the above case, the particulars of which are 
already known to * 

The court being divided in opinion, 

Mr. Justice | No first delivered judgment. Hav- 
ing recapitulated the facts of the case, he said, that 
the questions to be considered were, either the re- 
turn filed by Miss Aviward to the writ of habeas 
corpus, requiring her to deliver up the body of Mary 
Mathews, was sufficient in law ; and, if #0, whether it was 
true in fact. On this latter inquiry, he did not think it 
necessary to enter, as he thought the primary question asto 
the sufliciency of the return in law ought to be decided 
against Miss Aylward. Miss Aylward, in her returo, had 
certified to the court that she had not, et the time of the 
issuing of the writ, por had rhe after that period, the 
body of Mary Mathews in her power, possession, or 
control, neither had she any means of knowing where 
she was at present, or of ueing her to the 
court. If the return bad stopped there, there was no doubt 
but precedent and decision would seem to lead to the con- 
clusioa that it would be sufficient in point of law; bat 
Miss Aylward proceeded further to say, that she had not in 
her power, pessession, or control, the body of Mary Mathews 
since the th of June, 1858, on which day the child was, by 
means of a forged order, taken, by some person unknown to 
ber, from the custody of Elizabeth Kenny, the nurse, with- 
out the privity, knowledge, or sanction of the defendant. 
Ile held this to bean insufficient answer te the writ, as it did not 
traverse the » tion that Miss Aviward took the child; 
nor was it a legal excuse or ification for the non-obey ing 
of that writ. There could be eo doubt that, in the first in- 
stance, Miss Aylward held the child subject to the claim of 
the mother, and that sue was beund to deliver her to the 
mother on a demand to that effect being made, By her sub- 
sequently handing her over to a woman of her own selection, 
to be reared and educated, she did not acquit herself of 
liability, for the child still continued in her ion, 
power, and control.

As ÁAMERICAN Sream Convetre.—The new steam 
corvette, Pawnee, now in course of completion at the 
Philadelphia Navy yard, is nearly ready for sea, and will 
make her first trial trip next week. The model of this 
beautiful vessel is both new and novel. She is much 
sharper than any United States vessel ever built, and 
| instead of having dead rise, like all other vessels of war, 
the bilge is below the base line. Her chief dimensions 
are as follows :—Extreme length over all, 240 feet; on 
line of main deck, 233 feet; beam, 47 feet ; displace- 
ment of load lime, 10 feet; tons burthen, 1,533 ; indi- 
cated horse-power, 1,100, to be developed by two screws 
of 95 feet in diameter each, with a pitch of 17 feet; 
when the engines make 40 revolations, the propeller 
will make 100. There are two boilers, each of 24 feet 
front, 10 feet deep, 11 feet high, and have 260 square 
feet of grate surface, with 6,800 feet of heating surface. 
The machinery and boilers are made in a substantial 
manner, and weigh altogether 268 tons. Her armament 
consists of four Dahigren shell guns ; two of the four 
which she is to carry weigh, with their carr , ll tons 
each, and carry shells weighing 1501b.—“ New York 
Courier and Inquirer.”

THE UNION BANK FRAUDS. 
The Daily News says, new and serious features in 


the affair transpired yesterday afternoon. The popular 
suspicion that frauds of such magnitude could not be 


persevered in for years without the complicity of some 
the Union Bank ap- 
pears to be correct. Another cashier,named Lyttleton, 
has been given into custody by the directors, charged 
with being a party to Pullinger's defalcations, This 
evidence of the existence of a conspiracy is calculated 
further to arouse the anxiety of the shareholders and 
customers of the Bank. The apprehension is naturally 
excited that additional disclosures are in store, and that 
the ramifications of the plot may be extended to other 
departments ot the company's affairs. The Daily News 
suggests that a special general meeting should be sum- 
moned immediately, and the result of a minute and 
searching investigation into every branch of the bank's 
business laid before it. The Commissioners of the Stock 
Exchange met yesterday to commence their inquiry 
as to the nature of the transactions alleged to have 


that establishment. Another examination of Pullinger 
is expected to take place to-day, There is entire mys- 
tery as to the manner in which the greater part of the 
money has been made away with. 

The Daily News reports that Pullinger gambled on 
the turf, had an interest in certain race-horses, and, it 
is said, a love of theatricals led him to appear privately 
on the boards of one of the minor theatres. The as- 
tonishment is, how he contrived to keep up a character 
so different at the banking house. There were ru- 
mours yesterday of the discovery of considerable defal- 
cations at the ondon and Westminster Bank, but they 
are totally without foundation.

Arrest ror Murper.—At the Police-office, Cork, 
this day (Wednesday), Coastable M‘Manus brought be. 
fore the presiding magistrates, Messrs. Shaw, Lambkin. 
and Tabuteau,a man about thirty rears of age, named 
James Elliott, on a charge of having twelve months 
since murdered a nm, named Derby Rorke, near Butte- 
vant. Elliott had been in custody for the murder be- 
fore, but, owing to the absence of evidence, was dis 
charged by proclamation at the last assizes forthe 
county. Since his discharge he resided unmolested in 
Buttevant, but recently some new particulars of the 
murder were discovered, which again fixed suspicion on 
him, and he having left the neighbourhood of Buite- 
vant a “hoe andcry” was raised against him. From 
information which Sub-Inspector Brownrigg received on 
Tuesday from Sab-InspectorCurtis of Buttevant he direc- 
ted Constable M Menus to be on the look out for Elliott, 
and the result of the constable’s search was the arrest of 
Elliott, on that evening, in a lodging house on Patrick's 
quay. In answer to the magistrates the constable said 
that he himself had no further evidence against the pri- 
soner than that offered by the “ description” which Me 
Brownrigg had given him; but he thought Mr. Brown- 
rigg possctsed other documents. The prisoner, whose 
face was pale from excitement, denied having left 
Buttevant for the purpose of avoiding arrest, and said 
that, whilst in Cork, he made no attempt to conceal him- 
self. If he were anxious to escape from the country, 
he could, he said, have easily done so since the time of 
his discharge. After the lapse of a few minutes Sub- 
Inspector Brownrigg came into court and made an 
affidavit that he had just grounds for detaining the pri- 
soner in custody. The bench accordingly granted a 
remand —Corh Kramer.
